The conclufion of the Short hiftorical account of the pro- 
ceedings of many dealers in dullneds, &c. inferted partly 
in our 1720 and 174th Journals. 


ECT. VIII. March the 28th being come, I went;to 

the chapel near Clare-market, an hour before the time 
appointed, that I might obferve the whole tranfactions 
there, from the beginning tothe end. At the door I was 
accofted by a man, whofe face I charitably fuppofed might 
be an emblem of his devotion, it being exceedingly red and 
carbuncled. He demanded of me a fhilling: upon which 
I asked bim, whether that was the loweft price: to which 
he anfwered, Yes, to gentlemen. Then, fayed I, I'll not 
come in at all, and turned my back upon him: but he im- 
mediately pulling me by the fleeve, cryed, Come, give me 
your tefter: which I did, and found myfelf the Fa - 
fon that had been admitted. But I was foon followed by 
alage number, moft of which, as I judged by the con- 
tinual difputes at the door, were admitted on the fame 
terms, or for nothing: and who feemed to be chiefly 
printers, book-fellers, and cuthors. 

Sect. 1X. As foon as the clock ftruck feven, the great 
Purrerus entered the rofirum, with looks juftly elated in 
an extiaordinary manner, as having never {een fo large an 
audience there tefore.

“To this committee I had the honour to be 
appotatéd doorkeeper; and was fnuch diverted and in 
firugted by the tranfations which I overheard, At the 
very firlt a warm. difpute was likely to have rden concern- 
ing the eleGion of a chairman ; to which office Carus and 
Purrerus werebothnominated.

Sect. XI. The committee after a while being recovered 
from their, amazement, began to confult what was to be 
done: and foon came to the following refolution, wiz. That 
a letter of advice and inftryétion be fent to their fenta- 
tive in parliament, in relation ta this effi; and Mr. 
Carus, Nir. Osnornius, and Mr, BrrTontus, de immediate- 
ly prepare and -draw up the fame. Accordingly the fay d 
gentlemen, having withdrawn for about half an hour, re- 
turned and prefented tie following letter, which was ready 
and approved nemine contradicente. 


Secr. XII. Honourable Sir,  “ 

Being informed, that a {cheme has been prepared by a 
certain projeétor of Grub-ftreet, in order to be layed be- 
fore your honourable houft, for’ the granting an excifé 
upon dullnefs, we think it our duty to acquaint you with, 
our fentiments upon this occafion: We take it to be a 
right, originally inherent in every Free Briton, to utter by 
{peaking, writing, or printing, whatever quantity of dull- 
nefs his auditors or readers fhall be willing to take off his 
mouth or hands, without any moleftation, lett, incum- 
brance, or difcoursgement. As this liberty has been ‘often 
affirted by our anceftcrs, with a greats expence of blood 
and treafure: 10 we are refolved to tranfimit it down to 
our potterity, in as full extent as poffible. The excife al- 
ready layed upon this ftsple commodity, by the ftamp~ 
duty, has been a great difcourayement to our trade: yet 
we have patiently {ubmitted to it, as believing it neceflary, 


aforeign war ; hoping. that when a firm and lafting peace 
fhould be fettled, we fhould {ee that incumbrance taken 
off from the labours of our heads and hands. But to our 
great furprize and concern, tho’ we have had the ftrongeft 
aflurances of the eftablifhment of fuch a peace repeated from 
year to year; inftead @f {ceing the ftamp-duty taken off 
from any paper commodities, we are now allarmed with 
the pam ne of a new excife to be layed upon them: 
we therefore humbly defire, intrcat, and conjure you, that 
ifany fuch excifé, under what name or pretence foever, 
fhall be propoled in parliament, gou will to the utmoft 
ftrenuouily oppofe it. Nay, we expe this condué& from 
you: for as’ we have chofen you to be our reprefentative, 
we think you cannot diicharge the great truft we have re- 
pofed in you, of a&ting in our ftead, any otherwife than b 
voting on all occafions, wherein you are acquainted wit 
our fentiments, in the very fame manner that we fhould 
vote ourfelves, were we in your place: who are, _
